G.S.R 247(E),~ In exercise of the Powers conferred by rule 45 of Fundamental Rules as made ^jplicable to the 
officers of the Lok Sabha Secretariat by Recruitment and Conditions of Service Order number 183, dated the 19lh December, 
1957, the Speaker of die Lok Sabha hereby makes the following rules furthCTto amend the Lok Sabha Secretariat (AUotmait of 
Residences) Rules, 1974, namely ;— 

(1) These rules may be called the Lok Sabha Secretariat (Allotment of Residences) amendment Rules, 1998. 

(2) Tlicy shall be deemed to have come into force on Ist January, 1997. 

2. In Lok Sabha Secretariat (allotment of Residences) Rules, 1974, 

in rule 8, in the table below sub-rule 2, against item (ii) relating to retirement or terminal leave, after the words "two 
months on normal Ucence fee and another two months on double the normal licence fee"occurring under the column relating to 
pcnnissiblo period for retention of the residence, the following sbnil be added namely :— 

"further two mouths.on payment of four times the normal licence fee and subsequent two months on payment of six 
times the normal licence fee for special reasons involving raedical/educational grounds subject to appropriate certification by 
the authorities concaned".

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

As per the provisions of the Rule 8 of Lok sabha Secretariat (allotment of Residences) rules, 1974, the permissible 
period of retention of goveoimcnt accommodation in the case or rctirement/termhial leave is two months onpayment of normal 
rate of licence fee and further two months on payment of double the normal licence fee. These provisions are in force with 
effect ftom 1-3-1997. 

The Government of India have since made amendments in SR-317-B-11(2) of Allotment of Government Residences 
(General Pool in Delhi) mles 1963 to the effect that the retiring government servants who are allottee of government accommo¬ 
dation shall be eligible to retain the government accommodation for a further period of 2 months on payment of 4 times of the 
normal licence fee and subsequent 2 months on payments of 6 times of the normal licence fee on medicaVeducational grounds, 
subject to production of documentary proof in this regard, alongwith Bank draft towards payment of enhanced licence foe for 
the period of said retention. These amendments have been given retrospective effect ffom the 1st January, 1997. 

In view of the retrospective inqjlementation of the above instructions by the Government of India, the amendment in 
Lok Sabha Secretariat (Allotment of Residences) Rules are being given effect retrospectively with effect from 1st January, 
1997. 
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
